Women who ha ve g rieved for day 
came and when they identified Go 
dead, pointed the body out to the 
coroner and with ha ng ing head went 
to tho underta ker to g ive details for 
tire disposition of the body and th< 
returned home to prepare for th« 
reception <>f the dead husband or 
son. 
Several 
women 
screamed

they identified their dead, and it v«

Twenty -two 
of the men were ready to follow, but 
the rest, becoming frantic, started 
to run to the air shaft, thinking they 
would be rescued. Some were saved, 
but the remainder died with the hun- 
ireds who lost their lives. The 22 
who followed Wa ite and Eddy lived 
during f ie seven da y s’ imprisonnn'n* 
snd all but two ar<* alive to d ay .

They dug in- 
t.o the g round in search of water and 
when the wa ter beg a n to come they 
g ot onto their knees and sucked the 
liquid from the g ravel.

It is as 
much a business as operating a drug 
store or a butcher shop or a milli­ 
nery establishment. 
Is is a business 
to which women have devoted tln-ir 
time ever since family life succeeded 
tribal life, and there is no 
sound 
m m on for believing that it will evei 
be anything else. 
Hon cheeping is 
the only Inminess in the world that 
has had a history of unbrok en con­ 
tinuity of management. 
Men 
have 
divided their attention among mul­ 
titudinous interests; 
women, 
until 
very 
lately, lu vo 
concentrated on 
one, 
it. would ppcm, therefore, that, 
housek eeping oe"ht to bo one of the 
most perfectly derek ypSd bran- he» of 
hit-ine s in the world. 
But it isn't. 
And it isn't largely because women 
have retimed to recognize it as a husi- 
m hs . 
They have been negligi tit, as 
a » lass, in putting thetr calling on a 
plane 
with tin* pin suits in 
which 
their husbands have engaged. 
They 
have failed to apply to their work 
the piwnelphs tha t mak e or unmak e 
the druggist, the 
butcher and the 
milliner. 
When a man wishes to establish a 
drug store, he first studies pharmacy. 
When he wishes to becoiro a butcher 
he enters on the work ua an appren­ 
tice, 
If a woman desires to open

competent, 
modern training in this work when 
studying her business of h » usek eep- 
ing? 
Hundreds of women will scoff 
at the sugue. iion that it mak es any 
difference what is fed to fin n or how 
their food is prepared, just so long 
a a two or three square meals are pro­ 
vided every day and the 
mixtures 
seem palatable. 
We 
spok e of 
housek eeping as a 
complex business. 
Gan you think of 
any other that has so many 
varieties 
of wo. k ? 
Cook ing is only a small 
part of it, though it may be in tin 
(*ixl the most, 
important. 
But tin 
proper c ar e of the house and its con­ 
tents has given many 
modern day 
experts a very full lifetime of study. 
And they do not profess to k now it all 
yet. It is in the capacity of manager, 
however, that a woman is given the 
lest opportunity to prove her busi­ 
ne ss ability. 
How lew housek eepers 
are managers! Worse than that, how 
few housek eepers are 
trying to be­ 
come managers or k now or care any­ 
thing 
about 
house 
management! 
There are a few such, of course, and 
many more than there were five years 
ago, but the other unnumbered thous­ 
ands order llye gre ‘cries and cook the 
meals, wash the dishes (because they 
have to), sweep and dust - perhaps in 
a fairly systematic m anner—w ith no 
concern whatever for the finances of 
husband-and-wife partnership. 
'ITie druggist k eeps book s. 
So does 
the butcher. 
So does the 
mil liner. 
Any of them could tell in a moment 
just what business they had done in 
a day, a week or a month. They ( (in­ 
sider it necessary to be able to ac­ 
count, not only for every cent they 
have received, but for every article 
contained at any time iu tlioir stock . 
And so should the housek eeper. Even 
if she conducts tho house on an al- 
lowance basis, it should he her pride 
to mak e every month a better month 
of management than its predecessor, 
to chop ami chop and chop 
011 extrav­ 
agances and waste in cook ing until 
she has eliminated them. 
The only 
possible means of successfully doing 
this, regardless of whom the woman 
is or where site lives, is bv k eeping 
accounts. 
It requires a lit tit* time, 
but it repays tin* time in dollars. 1 wo 
columns in a blank book are ail that 
are needed. 
In one the 
housewife 
sets down her receipts. 
In the other 
she enters her expenditures. 
Then, 
and then only, has she a check 
on 
herself. 
Otherwise her house man­ 
agement, if she attem pts 
manage­ 
ment. 
is 
guesswork . 
Book k eeping 
allows of comparisons; it ever pro­ 
vides 
the 
incentive to the w orth­ 
while woman for better, and there­ 
fore closer, management. It gives her 
business its true business basis and 
it mak es of her, not a slave, hut her 
husband's partner in finances as well 
as in his joys and sorrows. 


Wo man’s Chance In Business. 
In one place we 
learn of women 
who arc fast tak ing hold of business 
propositions which, 
on l y f e w 
years 
ago, would stagger the average man 
because of the ruse enterprise they 
involved as well 
as the intellect de­ 
manded to creditably -discharge such 
duties; on 
the other band, 
many 
many managers are discharging 
wo­ 
men, placing them In inferior posi­ 
tion, or filling their offices with men 
more able to cope 
with duties 
tha t 
oft times demand a little brawn with 
the brain. 
Brok ers and many 
men 
In places of great trust are frank iu 
expressing their disinclination to deal 
with 
women in business, because of 
the 
unreasonableness of the sex. We 
can appreciate this, for many women 
are unreasonable, at the start, 
but 
once a 
woman gets established, she 
forgets the social courtesies so lack ­ 
ing in a business realm, though no 
woman over forgets sin* is a woman 
and the little ironies that 
beset her 
in some walk s of life are sufficient 


1 0 cause what these men term un­ 
reasonableness. The 'work ing' woman, 
it seems, m ust lie contented to get 
Into a street cai and swing on 
a strap 
while some young man sits nearby 
and enjoys his cigarette; sho mnst 
forgot she is thrust aside now and 
then and. above all, she has to learu 
to shove too, and k eep even her foot­ 
ing where she* is permitted to stand. 
It is ail so rude, all so 
b< k >w Die 
dignity of a woman, but it eventually 
conies to almost this state of affairs. 
It is said, however, that the appear­ 
ance of work ing women 
in the busi­ 
ness field has made 
men more care­ 
ful of their conduct and habits in of­ 
fice life, that they dross better and 
offices are 
k ept much cleaner, be­ 
cause the very 
fact, t.hat women are 
about is an incentive leading 
up to 
these 
conditions, 
it is riot at all 
probable tha t 
woman will be ousted 
from her position in the business 
world; the chances 
are 
more will 
come, but it is well tha t all be pre­ 
pared for the venture, for there are 
times when the dependent 
woman 
must be 
able to 
protect

against the machination* 
of the

scrupulous, though the 
last con ii 
lion is highly over-rated and need 
not be a barrier even to the liruld- 
hearted ones.
